REMARKS 

Claims 29, 32-36, 45, and 48-53, and 55-64 are indicated in the latest Advisory 
Action to be pending, although claims 58-64 have not been entered. 

Applicant notes that the Advisory Action mailed on April 6, 2004 contains a 
typographical error in its reference to the claims that are in condition for allowance. In a 
telephone conference with Examiner Myers on July 14, 2004, the Examiner indicated that 
claims 29, 32-36, 45, 48-53, and 55-57 are in condition for allowance. 

To expedite prosecution, Applicant hereby cancels claims 58-64, which were not 
entered. For the record, Applicant reserves the right to pursue all canceled subject matter 
in this or future, related applications.
